Mural Decorations 
| In C.P.R. Station | 


: At Vancouver 


The walls of the noble and spaci- 
ous Waiting hall of the C. P. R. sta: 
tion at Vancouver have recently been 
beautified by a series of mural de- 
corations representing the principal 
mountains seen from the line be- 
tween Calgary and the coast. They 
are the work of Mrs. Adelaide Lang- 
ford, Whose training has well quali- 
fied her for this species of work, 
which is in a class by itself. Mrs 
Jauneford studied in the Slade School 
of London, England, one of the most 
celebrated institutions for artistic 
training, and she also is a graduate 
ot the Art Institute of Chicago 
Among ber teachers in forrier years 
were Professor Tonks, whose name 
is well known in art circles; Prot. 
Freer, whose abilities as  water- 
are known in two hemis- 
pheres, and Me. H, Vanderpoel, whose 
book on the “Human Figure’ is one 
of the best ever published on figure- 
drawing. Mrs. Langford was also a 
member of the international jury on 
art works at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, and holds several medals. 

It is perhaps to be regretted that 
architectural exigencies led to the 
placing of the panels to be decorated 
so high that they ure liable to escape 
che notice of the ordinary observer, 
though this is but following the ex- 
ample of many edifices of the kind. 
both on this continent and in Europe. 
Still to people of average powers of 
vision, this series of fine mural deco- 
rations need present no. difficulty. 
They will find that the laws of mural 
decoration have been adhered to.

ornament has been borne in mind by 
the artist, who has subdned her col- 
ors so that they harmonize with and 
seem part and parcel of their sur- 
roundings.

DIES AND PLATES 


Fate of Those Used In Printing 
Our Money and Stamps. 


——

ALL ARE JEALOUSLY GUARDED 


But, While the Dies Are Invariably 
Saved, the Steel Plates Are Melted 
Down and Become Some Part of the 
Armament of Uncle Sam’s Warships. 


All of the notes, bonds, checks and 
Miscellaneous issues of the govern- 
ment, including postage stamps, inter- 
nal revenue stamps and the different 
denominations of currency issued to 
national banks, are printed from en- 
graved plates in'the bureau.of engray- 
ing and printing at Washington. 

The original dies are never destroy- 
ed. By a system of transferring the 
impression or design is passed from 
the dio to a soft steel roll, which is 
later hardened. A hundred plates can 
be produced from one hard steel roll. 

All of this engraved work receives 
the same supervision jand is accounted 
for just as accurately) as the securities 
that are printed therefrom. Every 
morning the plates,-are issued to the 
various printing divisions of the bu- 
reau, and in the evening, when the 
day’s work is over, they are returned 
to the vaults of the custodian of dies, 
rolls and plates, where they are count- 
ed, checked and locked up with time 
locks, 

After approximately '50,000 impres- 
sions are printed from {a steel! plate it 
becomes useless as far; as its original 
purpose {s concerned. ‘The delicately 
engraved lines and geometric lathe 
work become worn, andthe portrait 
loses its detail. When,the plate be- 
comes so affected as toirender it unfit 
for further satisfactory3printing a du- 
plicate. is ordered to’ be made for 
printing future orders from’ithe treas- 
ury department. The oldjplate is then 
canceled and Jaid aside, subsequently 


‘ to be destroyed. 


This destruction, eg Ratlee, trans- 
formation, takes place#just after the 
4st of January each year-under theidi. 
rection of a committee mppointed by 
the secretary of the treasury composed 
of three persons, one of} whom repre- 
sents the secretary and facts as chair- 


man, anothcr the comméssfoner of in- 


ternal revenue and the! third looking 
after the interests of thercomptroller 
of the currency. 

Under instr -tions from@the depart- 
ment the committee matesa schedule 
in duplicate of all the canc:led mate- 
rin}, the original list being retained by 
the committee to form a part of its re- 
port to the secretary and the duplicate 
placed inside the box in wihich the 
plates are to be packed. The boxea 
are made to hold an averag:e of, 150 
pounds each. As each boxtis filled the 
cover is nailed on and the {box num. 
bered and sealed with the\ treasury 
seal, ‘Che sealed boxes are(thien stored 
in the yaults of the bureau) watil such 
time as is convenient for thein convey- 
ance to the place of destruction. 

The committee recently mepprted to 
the secretary of the treasury ‘the de. 
struction of 4,326 pieces, weighing 
41,810 pounds—-over twenty ;tons—with- 
drawn from the vaults. ‘oOo wonvey 
this yast amount of metaljrequized the 
services of eight laborers and a\ team 
of draft horses attached to one of the 
huge: money wagons of the bureau, 
making eight trips to the /UnitedtStates 
navy yard, where the cremation}takes 
place in the foundry. 

On arriving at its} destination) the 
committee directs the/unlonding. ‘he 
boxes are removed from the wagon on 
to’ hand trucks and; taken by elevator 
‘up to the floor levelfof theicupola door, 
The boxes are heresopened, the carbon 
doplicate schedule removed and the 
plates again counted: and checked as 
they are cast into thesfurnace. 

Trom the time the|plates are taken 
from the vaults of thie custodian until 
the last one is thrownrinto the fire they 
fre under the watchful eyes of the 
members of the committee, who see 
that none goes astray, for if one or two 
of these plates should :fall into illegiti- 
mate hands and later: be put to im- 
proper use it would probably causo 
considerable embarrassment to the gov- 
ernment. 

In order to:ascertain whether the de- 
struction has been complete, the com- 
mittee must wait until all the melted 
steel 1g drawn from the furnace and 
the cupola opened and cooled. The 
‘melted steel ig poured into molds cov- 
ering a great variety of castings that 
eventually find their way to the arma- 
ment of our'modern battleships. 

It may be a yoke for an cight inch 
gun weighing three or four tons, or {t 
may be some minor casting for a tor- 
pedo tube. It is not beyond ‘the range 
of possibility that the officer who sights 
one of the immense fourteen inch rifles 
mny have in his pocket at the time a 
note of some denomination printed 
from a‘steel money plate that has de- 
veloped by a series of evolutions into a 
‘part of the very gun he {fs adjusting to
